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(opy of a Letter from Corke in Iteland. 
Sir, | OY CT 1 DOS. 
VF Lately writa large Letrer unto you with others, 
| from your friends in Bandoy, incloſed andſent by | 
* one Mr, Parſons a ſervant to major generall Fep- 
ſon, which [ hope are delivered you. ; 

' In that Letter Iacquainted you,that my Lord had 
marched into the Countie of Limrick and Kerye and 
diſtroyed all he came ar, dil-inabling them to aide 
the enemy : his men and horſe being wearied our, he 
came home, but ſtayed not above fourteen dayes be- 
fore hee was forſt out by wants, to look for a liveli- 
hood for his men another way, he marched to Caker 
Caſtle that was in ſome diſtreſle and releived it. That 


night being ready to lye downe to fleepe, he hadin- 


relligence that my Lord Taff and others would bee 
that night at Carrick, and lome boates ladento goe 
from Clomellto Waterford : My Lord preſently made 
ready, and could at preſent ger but 300 Horſe, with 
choſe he went himſclfe in perſon, and gave order for 
the reſt of the Horſe and Foote to follow him, hee 
came before day to Carick, and with thoſe few ] roo- 
pers got overthe Wale,took both the Towne, 'Caftle 
and the boate, but my Lord Taffe was not there. In 


' the boate was good pillage. And my Lord broke 


two {words to preſerve it, but could nor from the 
Horſe and Foote, 


After my Lord had put in a Governour and ſctrled 


a Gariſon, he marched to Calley and took the Towne 


and two Caſtles there with the loſſe of a Captaine 
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- | andren Spuldiers which they paid deare for, for-my 


Lordputa bove 300-of them tothe ſword, 
+ My.Lord ſtill lies there and hath deſtroyed home 
to the City of Kilkenny, and hath and will deſtroy 
all in/both the Counties of Tipporary, and Kilken- 


#y, 'Which: was the nurſery and: rainary of the Re- 


bels, All this affords bur a preſent livelihood for the 
men. that are abroad with my Lord, and-many of 
them daily+dye with cold, for want of cloathing. 
The 1riſh know our wants as well as we our ſelyes, 
and are making ready all the force they can againſt 
us, and if we be not ſpeedily ſupplied with men, mo- 
ny, cloathes, armes and. amunition [ fear the whole 

Province will be loſt, if we loſe it, the getting of our 


towne again, will coſt more then the. getting of che 


whole Province would now, for they are at preſent 
ſo much diſtracted, thar if they ſaw but confiderable 
ſupply come to us, the better ſort would leave the 


| Kingdome and runne away, my Lord hath written 


ſeveral Letters to Collonell Fores to meete him with 
his Forces and hath received anſwer from him, bur 
the great raines hath ſo ſwolen the Rivers that they 
cannot as yet meet, but I hope they will ſhortly, and 
then IT hope you ſhalt heare that Kilkenny is raken and 
ſome others places.
